The accident was the result of neg-

The excursion train was a special 


bound for St James, Mo., 100 miles 
•west of St. Louis, where the Missouri 
home for aged veterans was dedicated 
under the auspices of the G. A. K. and 
"Woman's Relief corps. 


According to J. D. Dishman, the tele- 


graph operator and station agent at 
Spring Park, it should have stopped at 
that place.

That is, if 
wheat was selling at 65 ceots a bush- 
el when tbe discovery was made, that 
the crop was short, which developed 
the fact that the shortage was say 
one-fifth, then the price of wheat 
be one-fifth higher, and that if the 
p iltical schemers take tbe price 
Above that amount, it will just as 
surely fall back to it, for what ever 
the crop is sh^rt, the price will be 
controlled by the supply and the de- 
mand for it, and when that time 
comes if the goldltes will look around 
they will discover silver in the same 
neighborhood. The object of this 
political scheme fails of its purpose, 
as it is too late to benefit the farmers 
with but a few exceptions, and as 
they are reading up on the money 
question and are pretty generally 
and thoroughly informed on the situ- 
ation and their own condition, they 
cannot be fooled an' longer.

est money? We now have gold, paper, 
bonds and promises to pay, and all 
pass as honest m«n«y. There is not 
enough of gold in the world to pay its 
indebtedness. The United States gov- 
ernment cotild not pay its indebtedness 
in gold because it has not got It. She 
gives us treasury r^otes or bonds, antt 
these are to be paid in honest money, 
one paper usually exchanged for an- 
other." 


"What about silver?" asked the re- 


porter. 


"Silver is suroly as good as paper, 


and 50 per cent, better. If the govern- 
ment pays her indebtedness in silver
